Inrrea; vs of from $1U to $la find ill 
some cases much higher in tho au- 
final profits from each dairy ecu have 
resulted from the organization of co- 
ope r ath e cow-testing Associations in 
the United States, according to statis­ 
tics gathered by the Dairy Division of 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture. The expense of niemb« rship in 
these associations, on the other hand, 
has been only about f 1 "»0 per cow per 
year. 
The 
organizations 
therefore 
have been very profitable. 
Because of the great and obvious 
economic advantage arising from the 
associations dairy specialists of the 
department believe that the organiza­ 
tions an one of the most irupoitant 
factors for the upbuilding and devel­ 
opment of the dairy inductrj in tins 
country. 
Such an organization ton* 
sists generally of -0 farmers, living 
within a radius of a few mib , u h o 
cooperate to hilt an expert test* i to 
keep accurate accounts of thonniounts 
and cost of feed consumed by each 
cow in the association, the Quantity of 
milk produced by each and its rich­ 
ness in butt-r fat.
